Slow queues saved 
traveller from bomb 


A BUSINESSMAN from 
Northamptonshire is 
thanking the strict Rus¬ 
sian immigration checks 
which saved him from be¬ 
ing in the middle of the 
Moscow airport bomb¬ 
ing. 

Jeremy Spencer, aged 35, from 
Winwick, was queueing in pass¬ 
port control at Domodedovo 
airport and was only 100 metres 
from the epicentre of the explo¬ 
sion when the bomb detonated 
on Monday 

Speaking from the safety of 
his Moscow hotel, the father-of- 
three said he was grateful for 
the laborious visa and passport 
checks which kept him from 
danger. 

He said: “They always do 
quite long checks and I was 
moving from queue to queue to 
get through quicker. Who knows 
what would have happened if I 
was in the other one? 

“You always seem to pick the 
slowest queue but I’m very glad I 
did yesterday. I’m very thankful 
their checks are so thorough.” 

The explosive, believed to 
have been carried by a female 
suicide bomber, killed 35 people 
and injured a further 110. 

It went off in the arrivals area 
on Monday afternoon. 

Mr Spencer, who had arrived 



from Heathrow to meet a cus¬ 
tomer of the printing firm he 
was working for, said there was 
confusion in the immigration 
area as to what had happened. 
He said: “I heard a boom and the 
floor and ceiling started shak¬ 
ing violently. At first I thought 
something big had been dropped 
because there was some con¬ 
struction work going on. Every¬ 
one was pretty calm so I didn’t 
know anything was wrong.” 

It was only when he got on the 
train and could see emergency 
vehicles outside the airport that 
he knew something serious had 
happened. 

He said: “I didn’t see anything 
terrible but I’ve got to say when 
I got off the train and stood by 
myself in safety, I felt relieved.”

ORGANISERS behind a student 
night held at a Northampton 
nightclub have been criticised 
for using live animals in their 
entertainment. 

The independently-organised Wick¬ 
ed Wednesdays event, held last week at 
Fever nightclub, in Horseshoe Street, 
featured a game for drink-fuelled stu¬ 
dents. 

They had to pick up raw pig meat, 
including trotters, without using their 
hands from a plastic box containing 
live rats. 

But one student got carried away 
and also picked up a startled rat by its 
fur in his teeth. 

A spokeswoman for the RSPCA this 
week said: “The RSPCA strongly ob¬ 
jects to any event that causes animals 
distress in the name of entertainment 
and we are concerned about this al¬ 
leged incident and have passed this on 
to our inspectorate to look in to.” 

The winner of the Tm a Student, 
Get Me Out of Here’ event received 
£ 100 . 

The University of Northampton 
Student Union said it was ‘concerned’ 
about the reports but stressed the 
night was not officially organised 
through them. The university said it 
would investigate further. 

Northampton Borough Council 
said it would also launch hygiene and 
licensing investigations. 

Tim Stevens, a Wicked Wednesdays 
organiser, said: “Picking up the rat 
was not part of the game, they are 
only there because people tend to be 
frightened of them. 

“They have never come to any harm 
and are only on stage for a few min¬ 
utes. 

“I’ve even used my own rats in past 
years. 

“If it’s going to be offensive to peo¬ 
ple we might look into not doing it any 
more.” 

Last night a message on the Wicked 
Wednesdays Facebook page was ad¬ 
vertising for a new home for the rats 
saying: "... very good condition, low 
mileage & friendly in need of a caring 
home, the pressures of being a per¬ 
forming rat have gotten too much for 
them & they want out of the limelight 
- message us if you’re interested.”

£400,000 still to be spent 


NEARLY £400,000 of

THE chief executive 
of Royal & Derogate 
has said he is confi¬ 
dent the theatre will 
maintain its current 
level of Arts Coun¬ 
cil funding despite 
Government spend¬ 
ing cuts. 

The deadline to ap¬ 
ply for a grant ended on 
Monday and with cuts 
of nearly 30 per cent 
to its funding over the 
next four years, the Arts 
Council said there were 
likely to be theatres and 
projects it will no longer 
be able to fund. 

But Martin Suther¬ 
land, speaking at a Ro¬ 
tary Club meeting, said 
he thought the Royal & 
Derngate would retain 
its funding due to its re¬ 
cent national acclaim, 
including being named 
best regional theatre 
outside London by The 
Stage magazine two 
weeks ago. 

Mr Sutherland said: 
“The intention is to be 


able to at least maintain 
the current level of fund¬ 
ing. That would be a suc¬ 
cess. 

“The award came at a 
really good time for us, 
just as we were about to 
start applying for fund¬ 
ing.” 

During his presenta¬ 
tion, Mr Sutherland re¬ 
vealed the Northampton 
theatre had a turnover 
of £8.3 million last year, 
including a £1.4m sub¬ 
sidy, which is only 17 per 
cent of the total revenue. 

Mr Sutherland said: 
“We run ourselves as an 
efficient business, and 
ticket sales are absolute¬ 
ly crucial to make the 
theatre viable. 

“We have to respond 
to the current economic 
climate as we are not in¬ 
sulated from what is hap¬ 
pening in the real world. 

“We are competing for 
an audience and have 
got to convince people to 
spend their money in the 
theatre rather than in 
other leisure pursuits.”

Pupils 
join in 
protest 


SCHOOLCHILDREN have 
joined a chorus of voices 
calling for a Northamp¬ 
ton library to be saved 
from potential closure. 

About 60 children from St 
James CofE Primary School, 
in Harlestone Road, have writ¬ 
ten letters to Northampton¬ 
shire County Council urging 
them to keep the community 
resource open. 

The library was earmarked 
for potential closure by the 
county council last year along 
with seven other libraries in 
the county and two mobile 
library units, in a bid to save 
£790,000. 

Julie Barke, headteacher, 
said: “There is a strong feeling 
that this library ought to be 
there in the future, and these 
young people are our future. 

“A lot of people here don’t 


have the spare cash to go out 
and buy books or don’t have 
internet access. I feel very 
strongly about this and so 
do the children. We encour¬ 
age children to have a love of 
books and the library is fun¬ 
damental to this.” 

In one letter Tanya, aged 10, 
wrote: “Please don’t close it 
because if children don’t have 
a computer or books they can’t 
research their homework. 

“There are lots of things you 
can close down but the library 
is part of our lives. It has been 
there since I was born.” 

A second protest is set to 
take place outside the library 
on Saturday from noon and 
Northampton author Alan 
Moore will attend a special 
reading event at the library on 
Saturday, February 5. 

The consultation ends on 
February 8.

Black Swan 



N ATALIE Portman collected 
a coveted Golden Globe 
award as Best Actress for 
her tour-de-force portrayal of an 
emotionally fragile ballerina in 
Black Swan. 

She deserves to win the Oscar on 
February 27 for this career-defin¬ 
ing performance that required 
10 months of gruelling physical 
preparation before the cameras 
started rolling. 

All of that incredible will and 
discipline in the dance studio 


certainly pays off - not once do we 
doubt that Portman could perform 
the demanding solos from Swan 
Lake that punctuate this psycho¬ 
logical drama. 

The actress powerfully conveys the 
disparity between her character’s 
physical strength and grace, and 
her mental frailty when insecuri¬ 
ties and jealousy steadily gnaw 
away at her self-confidence. 
Director Aronofsky gracefully 
pirouettes between reality and 
fantasy as he joins Portman on 


this mesmerising descent into 
madness. 

He has plumbed some very dark 
places in his earlier work includ¬ 
ing Requiem For A Dream, and 
two years ago, he guided Mickey 
Rourke and Marisa Tomei to Oscar 
nominations for The Wrestler. 

He should enjoy even greater suc¬ 
cess with Black Swan, which puts 
the actors centre stage but still 
manages to showcase his directo¬ 
rial brio. 

Artistic director Thomas Leroy 


(Vincent Cassel) presides over a 
ballet company at New York’s Lin¬ 
coln Center, all too aware that his 
productions have lost their edge. 

So he very publicly terminates the 
services of prima ballerina Beth 
Macintyre (Winona Ryder) and 
chooses Nina Sayers (Natalie Port- 
man) as her replacement to lead an 
erotically charged new staging of 
Swan Lake. 

Black Swan skillfully draws 
together elements of Aronofsky’s 
previous films and stokes the ten¬ 


sion as we become immersed in 
this tale of delusions and dreams. 
Sequences from Swan Lake are 
dazzlingly choreographed to Clint 
Mansell’s soundtrack (heavily in¬ 
spired by Tchaikovsky’s haunting 
score), making the ballet accessi¬ 
ble and thrilling to audiences who 
are unfamiliar with the story of 
accursed Odette. 

While the heroine of the ballet 
struggles to take flight, Aronof¬ 
sky’s film and his leading lady 
soar.
